Dawe claims that while he was 
the chairman ， and managing 
director of the Mosbert Groupof 
companies (net worth about $60 
million US)，Teo appraoched him 
and offered to lend funds for 
buying -US banks.

Dawe claims that by October 
1975，the Narodny bank “had 
begun to renege on its obliga- 
tions to me,”And，he said，Teo 
warned him that 壕 he took legal 
action against the bank, he would 
be beaten . 

Dawe claims he was threatened 
and beaten in the' corridor of the 
Sheraton “ Bangkok Hotel and 
finally pulled his children from 
school in Australia and moved to 
Taiwan. He reverted to his 
Chinese name， got a new Passport 
and then came to the US and 
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voluntarily submitted to federal 
district coOuUrt，

The half-billion suit claims that 
P. KK. Teo, through“gratuities and 
bribes”funneled $65 million in 
loans through the Mosbert Group， 
The ,suit says the loans were 
fraudulent and without adequate 
Security- 

The 0 bank,， “Pacific 
Atlantic Bank Inc.，was used by 
the group to _ attempt to acduire 
the Peninsula National Bank in 
December 1974 by use of a letter 
of credit fromi the Panama bank to 
the Commerce Union Bank of 
Nashville, 

When the Tennessee bank asked 
for more Security， the Sui SayS， 
letters of credit and other bank 
documents started flying back and 
forth across the _Pacific， The 
Panama' and Russian bank (he 
Moscow Narodny Bank was 
foundqed, ip 1919.by -the- Inter- 
national Communist Party) were 
left holding the bag，the suit 
contends. 


“This lawsuit has been brought 
immproperly，as Sunrise did not 
even exist during the period when 
the events mentioned in the 
lawsuit are alleged to have 
occurred,” said McAlister last 
week. 

“Sunrise has at no time had any 
dealings whatsoever with the 
Russian and Panamanian banks 
who are Suing the compary，nor 
has it ever borrowed or received 
any money from these banks,” 
MecAlister said ,

HONG KONG 一 Counterfeit- 
ing of famous brand products is a 
lucrative industry here，bnut gov- 


ernment offGcials have instituted 
tighter controls and Surveillance to 


combat the forgers. Their efforts 
have been successful enough to 


effect a threefold increase in the 
value of counterfeit goods seized 
in 1979 as compared to 1978. 

Counterfeit products range from 
watches and clothing，to_ books， 
flms，drugs and cassettes. Almost 
36,000 watches and 145,000 parts 
Were Seized last year， Sometimes 
the duality of the counterfeit 
clothing is So high that it is difficult 
to distinguish it from the genuine 
article. In one instance，a_ Gucci 
representative came from Italy to 
Pinpoint the counterfeit item in 
court.
